fourth inch 
thick, bolted 
together 


through one flange on the iron hub 
and another on the steel tire, the 
flanges being on opposite sides of the 
wheel, so that the core can not get out 
of place. 


The paper used consists of good 


Ktrawboard. The sheets of millboard 
are laid on a. table in piles and have 
their upper surfaces pasted by boy« 
with ordinary Hour paste. They ar« 
piled in lots of thirteen, and an nn- 
pasted sheet is put betwten the lots, so 
that, the mass of paper readily fall* 
apart into slabs a quarter of an inch 
thick in the drying-room after coming 
from the hydraulic press. 


Several of these slabs are then pasted 


together, put under hydraulic pressure 
of two thousand pounds to the square 
inch and dried for a, week or so at 
:k 


temperature of about one hundred and 
twenty degrees Fahrenheit. 
This is 


repeated until the resulting blocks con- 
tain two hundred sheets of paper, the 
original ten inches in thickness of the 
paper as it came from the mill being 
pressed into :i thickness of four inches, 
making it as hard as ouk. 


After the blocks are thoroughly sea- 


soned they arc faced arid turned in 
latches and forced by about one hun- 
dred and twenty tons pressure into the 
steel tires, which are two inches thick 
and bored tapering one and one-half 
degrees. The hub is forced with a 
pressure of about thirty tons; it, is 
turned straight and three-si.tteonths 
inches larger than the hole in the paper. 
The bolt holes are drilled and the bolts 
forced in by steam hammers. The life 
of onu of those wheels is from five hun- 
dred thousand to eigh* hundred thou- 
sand miles. They are snid to intercept 
vibration and so prevent granulation 
of the axles, etc. — Philadelphia Item

cool room, plenty of tobacco and ieo 
water, and there is nothing- by which 
the judge or the counsel on either side 
can Kua*re tho time of deliberation. 
Under such circumstances, says the 
Newark Sunday Coll, juries have been 
known to remain out twelve hours on 
a ease involving one dollar and forty- 
nine cents, and then come in with a 
disagreement. There is such a thing, 
however, as forcing a speedy verdict 
by ir.?kiugf the retiring room uncoin- 
iforta-ble. Freezing tho jury is said to 
liave been practiced with success in 
Minnesota, where the counsel for the 
.defense *lsa~w" the janitor, and it is1 
Just possible that windows have been 
nailed down to stew a. jury into hasty 
action in warmer climates. 


No such precaution is necessary ia 


the new quarters of tho district courts 
in this city. The jury-room is a nar- 
row apartment, situated directly over 
the boiler room, with one «*indow 
opening- upon a narro%v and breath- 
less alley, flanked by the dead wall of 
the next building. It has not been in-

HINDOO CREMATORY. 


A Visit t« OSM »f tk« Thr** B«r» 


Im Calcutta. 


There are three burning ghats in 


Calcutta. Tlie first we visited was the 
cheapest and most primitive of the 
three. It was also the most interest- 
ing, for it was the most eloquent of the 
Hindoo populuee.lt was a longish drive 
from our hotel to the burning ghat, 
but the last half or more of it was 
crowded with interest. For it was 
along the bank of the sacred Ganges, 
and thousands of devout Hindoos were 
worshipping. Only a mile or two in- 
land was government house. Upon the 
gates of the government house crouch 
two colossal lions—in stone. The Brit- 
ish lion is more manageable in stone 
than in alien jungle-flesh. The British 
lions of the Calcutta g-overnraent house 
gates are very impressive, but it is rare 
to see them without native crows 
perched insolently upon their hard 
heads. 


Inside those gates all was a subdued, 


well-bred hubbub; for Lady Lamls- 
downe was to hold a drawing-room 
that night 
Anglo-Indian 
Calcutta 


was athrob. European dress-makers 
and native dhersis were exceedingly 
busy. Here, where we were, on the 
banks of the Ganges, were myriad hu- 
man creatures to whom government 
house was but an architectural intru- 
sion. They were enwrapt in Lhe ob- 
servance of their racial customs, and 
to them our European customs were 
less than nothing. It was a little like 
a country fair, and greatly unlike. 
I 


learned then and there that specializa- 
tion was not a ninotecnth-eentury de- 
velopment. The banks of the Ganges 
were divided into booths, not by walls, 
but by occupational differentiations. 
We 
.stopped—our 
underfed 
horses 


were 
glad 
to 
stop—we 
stopped 


and 
watched a dance to us mean- 


ingless. T thought it more awkward 
than suggestive. That may have been 
because I was ignorant of its religious 
meaning. Then we saw a hundred 
people clustered about a naked fakir. 
His unbarbered hair was braided into 
disgustingly many plaits. His brown 
face was painted a ghastly white. Ha 
lay naked upon innumerable spikrs 
(they were dull-edged spikes), and as 
he bled (in reality he did net bleed, lia 
balanced himself so beautifully), the 
Hindoos prayed to Allah, and praised 
the fakir. 
We saw enchanted pi^s. 


We passed inspired fortune-tellers. Wa 
stopped to water our horses at a sacred 
fountain; I can't imao-ine to what it 
was sacred, for I saw our disreputable 
steeds drink of it, and I saw many to- 
the-core-afnicted lepers fill their chat- 
tees from it 
A pile of common stones 


based the fountain. The lepers touched 
them reverentially with thoir hopeless 
stumps. 


When the gharri walla sind the sice 


said we had reached the burning fhat, 
we found our inquiring minds inter- 
cepted by a crude brick wall. 
I have 


said that the Hindoos burn their dead 
in the open. That is true. Hut in 
Calcutta the Hindoo has grown thrif- 
ty, .and he hedges his burning ghat 
with a wall, the closed door of whi«h 
is sternly suggestive of backshish. 
The sice pounded upon the door with 
the butt of the whip kindly loaned by 
the gharri walla. 
An old Hindoo—he 


was sucking- sugar-cane opened the 
door, after a dignified pause. 
We gave 


him a rupee, deferentially, and passed 
in. I stumbled upon something and 
gave a dainty little European shric-k. 
That something sat up and rubbed its 
eyes. 
It 
was 
one 
of the 
burn- 


ing ghat coolies, and it hact been 
having a sleep. T marked the holy 
mud thrice with 
)ny Louis Quinze 


heels, and I stood beside a smouldering 
funeral pile. 
A crack—not unlike the 


report of a pistol—drove me back. 
The heat had broken through the dead 
man's skull. 
Our brain is our best 


servant or our mightiest muster in 
Europe. 
In the land of the Hindoo it, 


or its casement, is the last human part 
to protest against the extinguishment 
of death. 


The funeral pile of a poor Hindoo 


looks very like an ordinary kitchen- 
yard wood-pile. 
But if you go up to 


it, you discover something very like a 
human form 
allowing, charred mass, 


but proudly distinguished from every 
other shape, animate or inanimate. 
In the east I tried to look at things 
reasonably, not from any exaggerated 
.sympathy with the subjugated native, 
but because 1 wished to tfet from the 
cast the utmost available information 
and mental capital. 
When I pulled 


myself together, after shrinking from 
the first funeral pile I had ever seen, a 
phrase flushed to my memory: "Puri- 
fied as by fire." That, is just what the 
Hindoos do. They purify theirdead by 
fire. The body is burned until abso- 
lutely nothing remains but a handful 
of ashes—ashes wholly free from any 
unclean 
or poisonous matter.—!'»])

VALUABLE MAPS CHEAP. 


Coinplc'tioii of llio UiiHcil States (iculo^tc:il 


Survey In 'I'hrtc New ]Cl!|;l:Lii<l St:itu*. 
The complete topographical map of 


the state of Connecticut has been com- 
pleted by tho United States geological 
survey, and the sheets having been com- 
bined in a single large map it is now 
ready for distribution. Tho original sheets 
are on a scale of an in oh to the mile, 
with 20 foot contours, hut the reduction 
is on 11 two inch scale, wifh 100 foot con- 
tours. The cost of the entire work was 
nbont £00,000, of which flu, 
1 geological 


survey bore half, and the state of Con- 
necticut the other half. The mapping 
of the entire states of Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts and Khotlb Island has now 
been finished, aud work during tho past
